CM 
explained tha^T^ontact order could b^ut in place as part of a formal 
complaint, if^HHchose to file on^^Hf indicated she would speak with 
Deidre furthe^C^^explained that if^^^^cnose to file a complaint, or had 
any further questions, CM was happy to assist.
